The 
agent replied that such a sale would 
involve a great sacrifice of interest and 
commission. "Sell at all hazards," was 
the answer. If this was done when 
the New Constitution was an improba- 
ble possibility, what will bo done now 
that it is an accomplished reality] 
Next, as to the remedy: The dailies 
find their only hope in the next legis- 
lature, which, they say, if properly se- 
lected, will check, moderate and miti- 
gate whatever trifling indiscretions may 
happen to be embodied in the New 
Constitution. We see no need for 
such half-hearted work. If the funda- 
mental law of a State is bad no tinker- 
ing will make it better. Instead of 
helping the communists out of their 
scrape, it will be bettor for us all to 
give them the full swing of their folly. 
They have made their bed; let them 
lie in it. It is true that we, too, mu.st 
lie for a time in the bed of their mak- 
ing, but the discomfort will end in its 
being efiectually re-made.

ESQUIMALT THE TERMINI'S. 



The Order in Council of the Do- 
minion Government, receivjil by tho 
Government here, reallirins Esquimalt 
aa the AVestern Tei-minus of tho Can- 
ada Pacific. This is very gratifying 
information to the Lsland communities, 
and if it be followed by the commence- 
ment of actual construction and vigor- 
ous prosecution of the .same, will go far 
towards lifting tho load of depression 
and glooni that has home heavily on 
the whole country for a long tinje. 
The order, in so far as it establishes 
Esquimalt as the terminus, is an im- 
portant point that should not be light- 
ly regarded, because it must be accepted 
as evidence of the bona fide intentions 
of the Dominion Qovernmeat to carry 
out, 80 far as it is able, its compact 
with British Columbia. A. failure to 
indicate a terminus might have caused 
some to suspect that repudiation was 
intended. The Order in Council dis- 
arms suspicion — if any existed — and it 
now remains for the Dominion to pro- 
ceed with tho vigorous prosecution of 
the road and thus inaugurate an era of 
great public prosperity in Canada on 
tho Pacific. In referring to this grati- 
fying piece of information we cannot 
refrain from saying that the signing of 
tho manifesto, which buried sectional 
and route differences, by the Ottawa 
members was the wisest and most 
statesmanlike course that could have 
been pursued. It simply asked for rail- 
way construction someiuherc. Tho route 
was left an open question; and after 
that-lJ»e task the Goyemnjont had be-

The Caloiiiif,in its latest news says:— 
In our last we mentioned a report 
which we believed to be well founded, 
that Getewayo had put Matshana to 
death for disobedience of orders — at- 
tacking the camp instead of the general 
an J hi.s force when he was ordered to 
stop. Ho is also said to have put to 
death the chief of Indunas, who at- 
tacked Rorke's Drift, saying it was bad 
enough to take the army so far away, 
but it was still worse after tho heavy 
losses at Isandhlwana, to go on to 
Natal and lose more men thfre. Other 
rea.sons are assigned for thi.s. He (the 
chief) is .said by one report to have 
been put to death on tho disobedience 
of the king's orders that the river 
was on no account to be crossed; an- 
other that he had forbidden the enemy 
to be attacked except in tho open. 
The Rorke's Drift post was not a pro- 
perly fortified place, but the rapidity 
with which the defences were thrown 
up, and tho slaughter the Zulus there 
sutlered, fully justified Cetewayo's avar- 
sion to encountering the English forces 
unless in the open, where the Zulus 
tactics could bo employed. It is also 
said that the Indunas who led the at- 
tack on Colonel Pearson's column have 
suflered the penalty of death for de- 
scribing too vividly in his presence the 
awful efleets of the rockets, which they 
said rusbcd about and burnt people up. 
Cetewayo is said to be preparing a re- 
treat for himself. It i.s in a ravine be- 
tween high rocks, and said to bo ac- 
cessible only in front and through a 
morass impassable, or nearly impass- 
able, in wet weather. If defeated, he 
says he will retire and make his last 
stand ther«, and kill himself rather 
than fall into the hands of his enemies. 
It is added that he says he will, how- 
ever, first kill his Induna.s, not a very 
likely threat, for him to give utterance 
to, whatever he may intend to do.

London, *29th. — A di.spatcli fi'oiu the 
Marquis of Lorne is publiwlifd in which 
he justilies the Dominion's protective 
tariff on tho ground that the action of 
the United States ia invariably hostile 
to Canada in all matters relating to 
tarifTs, and that manufacturers in the 
United States can disorganize uiul de- 
stroy any special (Canadian industry by 
combining to Hood the Canailian mar- 
ket with a similar product sold below 
aetual value. Tho absence of duty 
thus has the same effect as that produc- 
ed by a Government bounty. 

Tho Canadian Minister of Financ« 
appends a memorandum saying that if 
the tariff materially alters the volume 
of trade witli Great Britain it must be 
on the side of increase, and that in 
several branches this result will cer- 
taiidy follow. 

The London Times says that at I'iin'- 
town, 12 miles inland from Durban, a 
laager has been constructed round an 
hotel and its outbuildings, with the aid 
of a gang of railway Caflres. The work 
consists of a double row of railway 
lengths let into tho ground, with sleep- 
ers dropped in between. It is ten feet 
high, and is properly loopholed. About 
4,000 sleepers and 200 rails have been 
u.sed, and there ai-e two flanking bas- 
tions in the rear. The laager was con- 
structed by the railway department in 
about eight days, but tliere were many 
willing helpers. About 1,500 jieople 
might find shelter in this place of ref- 
uge, and it is expected that 300 would 
bs forthcoming to defend it. A supply 
of more guns and ammunition would 
make tho iieoplo well able to 
take care of thcniselvcs. Snmlbags 
had also been ])repared to barrieado the 
j lower part of tin; houses in case of a 
' (hrnur rcmrl being required. Pro- 
visions were to be stored, and there is 
a well of water on the premises. It 
was intended also to erect a fence of 
posts and a double row of railway 
fencing about 30 yards from the en- 
closure, so as to interpose nn obstacle 
wlych might cause delay in case of a 
night attack. This laager is described 
as the best of its kind in the colony, 
and as having given great confidencp 
to the pco])le in the neighborhood. The 
residents of New (ierniany, although 
they had stockaded their church, in- 
tended to make use of this laager, and 
the men, being good shots, would be 
welcome.

Copy of a Report of a Conimitteo of the ! 
Honourable tho Privy Council, approved ! 
by hia Excellency tho Governor General | 
in Council on tho '2'2nd April, 1879: 

On a niemoninduiu dated llitli .\pril, 
1879, from the Honourable the lliiiiater 
of Public Worli.s representing that on a 
luenioranduin from the Chief Kiigineer of 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway, dated SlJrd 
May 1873, an order in Council was passed 
Juno 7th, 187;5, yi.<i"i/ Esquimalt on Van- . 
couver Island a.s tho terminus of that 
Railway in British Columbia. That sub- ; 
isequentlvj March 25th, 1875, an Order ' 
in Council was passed authorizing tho ^ 
Dominion Government to notify tho (iov- \ 
firnmcnt of Britisli Columbia that it would 
bo necessary that tho Legi.slaluro of that 
Province tlien iu .session, sliould pass an ' 
Act setting apart .such extent of Public | 
Lands along the lino of the lluilway in ' 
Vancouver Island iu the manner set fortli 
by tho 11th paragraph of the tcrins of 
agreemoiit of tlio Union. , 

That on tho 23rd of May, 1878, tho late [ 
Government had another order passed j 
cancelling tliat of June 7tb, 1873 (which 1 
fixed the terminus at Esquimalt), but no ; 
reaaon appears to have Ijoen given for ; 
their action in the matter, nor i.s tliere 
ony mention made of the Order in Coun- 
cil of March 25th, 1875, which provides 
for the appropriation of the necessary 
land in Vancouver T.slaiid. Tlie iVIini.ster 
therefore recoiniuends that in the ab.senco 
of satisfactory roasoiis iiaving been given 
for cancolling tho Order in Council of 
June 7th, 1873, tliat tho Order in Council 
of May 23rd, 1878, cancelling it, be an- 
nulled and that of Juno 7th, 1873, bo re- 
ceived. 

Ho also rccouiuiendH that a copy of hia 
report to Oouiicil, if approved, be furnish- 
ed to tho Honouraldo Secretary of State 
for transmission to tho fJovornment of 
British Columbia for tlieir information. 
Tlie Committee fiubmit the abovo re- 
commendittion for your K.^ceUoncy'8 ap- 
proval.

Kurtiier parlicidars reaolu.-d u.s ye.slcr- 
day with reforonce to the murder nf , 
Thomas Pool and liis tw.i children in the 
vicinity of Ijillooet, Tho coroner's inquest 
was held on the 4th inst. when tlie 
bodies were in a very decomposed state. 
They were found lying m tho collar face 
downward.s, and on being oxamincdit was 
discovered that a bullet had penetrated , 
the chest of Pool. The buUot, which had 
struck the spinal colnnin, was not ex- 1 
tracted. Tho doeeaaed had a large luile 
burneil in his side, his logs wore entindy 
burned off and his head and hair wore 
much biorched and disfigured. The throat , 
of the child Mary had been cut. Slie was 
dressed when slio was murdered and lier ^ 
body was found near to that of hor fath- ; 
or. The body of tho boy, Pori-y Davis i 
Pool, was not discovered, but bones I 
whicli might have !)een tlie remains of ; 
the ehihl were four.d. It is rnmorcd j 
amongst the Indians that the criiiie was j 
coinmitted by Chilicotens, wlio carried otf 
tl.e hijy, plundered the house and then 
fire. Pool was thought to have ;
